THE YACHTING FIZZLE. 



Movements of the "Defender" and 
"Valkyrie"— The Latter Pre- 
paring to Leave. 

Opinions of the Loudon and New York 
Papers on the Miserable 
Fiasco. 

Nkw York, Sept. 13 —Tho yacht De- 
fender, gaily dooorated with fl*gs in tow of 
tho tug Wallace K, Flint, loft B»y Ridge 
about 11:30 this mining presumably bound 
for New Roohollo. The yacht Valkyrie III 
lef b her anchorage at B*y Ridgo this morn- 
ing and reached the Erie Bialu about 9:30. 
She svaa haulod into position between two 
Burners, just nutaido tho dry dock, where 
alio' had several times boon driod out for 
cleaning and repairing purposes. Tho crow, 
immediately aot to Btrip the yacht and pro- 
pure her for her voyago horns, and boforo 11 
o'clock had lowered tho topmast and romoved 
tho howaprlt gear. Sho will doubtless bo 
kotch riggod for tho ocoan voyago, as aho 
was when aho Bailed from England to Am- 
erica. 

Tho Herald publithoa an Interview, which 
ita yachting export had with Ear) Dun- 
raven, ua 'follows : 

" Did you oonalder tho oast oloar pre- 
vious to and at tho time tho starting gua 
wag fired i" A— "Batter than it waa over 
boforo." 

"Was thoro any boat within a quarter mile 
of Btarting lino when gun wao firod f A — 
" I do not know, I waa nob oloao to line my- 
self except when I croaaod it. Roaliy 1 could 
not toll." , 

" Then you oannob give any opinion 
whether tho lino was clear or not J" 

" I did nob look and I do nob know." 

This the Herald considers auKelontly con- 
vincing ovideneo that L jrd Dunraven bad 
no intention of Bailing the raco and tho ex- 
cuse that excuraion boats would interfere 
with tho contest was a mere makeshift. 

Tho World saya thut Lord Dunraven'a 
method of abandoning yeBterday's yacht 
raco was, to Bay the least of it, extraordin- 
ary. Ic is difficult to conatruo it otherwise 
than a deliberately intended insult. Yet it 
iB equally difficult to believe that Lord Dun- 
raven can have meant it in thut way. Dun- 
ravon's reason for quitting is said to have 
boon that ho had reoivod no reply to a lottor 
demanding that tho regatta committee 
should guaranteo him immunity from tho 
intrusion of excursion steamers. Of course 
tho committee could give no auoh guarantee, 
and Lord Dunraven k now tho ficb. When 
tho cup .races were sailed over tho inside 
course there waa legal authority to keop tho 
course oloar, bub whan in response to Eng- 
lish demands tho outeido ourae was substi- 
tuted, there was no auoh authority. That 
oourso is on tho high seas and beyond tho 
jurisdiction of tho United States, 

London, Sept. 13 — The Daily Tolegraph 
saya : "Tho faob oppoars that Lord Duu- 
ravon found it impossible to got justice i >r 
hia yaoht with auoh a mob of oruft about 
tho courBO ; ho took the BimpleBt way of re 
treating from tho match. In England euch 
a difficulty would not arise, the instinct of 
Rood behavior in Buch mattera boing atrong ; 
hub w hen tho sovoroign pcoplo over the 
water bavo planked down dollars for a spec 
taolo they insist upon having a good look, 
ab anybody'a coBt or inoonvonienoo. Wo 
hear that there is rosontment and diecon 
tent at Lord Dunraven's aotion, but if the 
American public cannot submit to those dic- 
tates of good order which aro olaowhcro 
stronger than tho police, they have no right 
to blame an Eoglish gentleman for declining 
to risk tho liveB of his crow in tho hubbub 
of such a acono. It is very unlikely that 
either tho nation or tho ownora of tho De- 
fender groatly value a victory thus aband- 
oned to them, but they will bo foolish to 
protend that tho owner of tho Valkyrio 
shirked tho contest for whioh tho vessel w«b 
built. Ho wanted, it, but he wanted it 
fair, and having failed to Boouro the nocea- 
aary protection, withdrew from tho irre- 
pressible rowdyism of tho Boone.'' 

Tho Timca says : " Tho considerations 
urged in Lord Dunraven's lottor are very 
weighty and will genorally bo hold to juB- 
tify his courao. Tho commltteo evidently 
felt tho forco of tho complaint, bub despite 
their oarnest desire they could not guarantee 
a clear courao. Tho chief fooling which tho 
fiasco will create here, and undoubtedly also 
in America, will ba deep recrot that Lord 
Dunraven's sportamanliko effort to promoto 
a friendly international contest should come 
to a conclusion so lamo ami impotent. The 
American sportBmon appear to havebohaved 
with tho fatrnosB and aonso tf honor whioh 
should bo expectod of thorn. It is to bo 
feared that a long period will olapao beforo 
unother British yaoht sails for tho cup 
Thoro is a possibility that the result of tho 
recent racoB will induoo the committoo to 
agreo to alteration in tho oonditiona for a 
matoh. If they asaont to Lord Dunraven'a 
propoaal that tho racoa bo hold whero clear 
wuter could bo assured, wo do not doubt 
that Lord Dunravon, or Bomo other British 
ahallonger, would Bpoedlly teat tho powora 
of American buildera and yachtsmen onco 
moro." 

In its yachting oolumn tho Pall Mall 
Gazette aays : " Wo hope that Lord Dun- 
raven will oonaont to Ball for tho proposed 
oup eff Marblehoad, aa all aro nnxiouB to seo 
the oomparatlvo morita of tho yaohte toatod, 
and may the beat boat win. Should 
Valkyrio win, whioh wo think is improbable, 
neither Lord Dunraven nor anyone olso 
would bolhnr about a challongo again lor 
tbo America's cup, whioh a new trophy 
would roplaoo. Should Valkyrie loao, wo 
know Lord Dunravon would tako hia boat- 
ing like a aporteman." 

Tho St. Jamoa Gazette saya ; " Onco 
again a groat Anglo-American sporting con- 
tost has ended in a fiasco and qcirrol, nzt 
an unusual oxperionae." Tho article tht>n 
alludes to tho Cornell controversy at Hon- 
ley regatta, and to the course of Mr. F. M. 
Dawes with his horses In England, and con- 
tinues : " In tho present oaso, tho result la 
moro regrettable, as no blame attaohos to 
any of the parties Immediately concerned." 

The Chroniolo's comment Is : " The 
Valkyrie Ill's peeplo would not risk the 
Uvea of her orew among tho pitiless swarm. 
We think they were right. It is better to 
toe tho mark and then contemptuously give 
np tho contest. Until there in an aot of con- 
gross to keop tho course clear, or until some 
step is taken to Insure something like fair 
conditions, we suppose this will end the 
rather ghastly faroe called the international 
yaoht raoe of 1895, and probably all Ameri- 
can yaoht racing on the other side of the

Black's essay contained 5.000 words, and is 
tho roaulb of long and patient reBearoh and 
study. Ib ia roploto wibh facts and figures, 
and it is a praotical treatise on the Bubjecb. 
Mr. Black first refers to British Columbio 
being disoovorod soarcaly 100 years ago ;

monta when British Columbia drat attracted 
tho attontion of tho world ; tho discovery of 
silver and coal, which followod when tho 
period of alow progress ended and tho ora of 
rapid development commenced, which was 
whon the first iron horse crosBod tho conti- 
nent from faraway Montroal aud stoamed 
into Vancouver, and waa identical with 
tho grand achievement of tho Canadian Pa- 
oific railway in spanning tho mighty contin- 
ent from ocean to ocean by the construction 
of the groat national highway.

Tariff Concessions to Canada and a 
Steamship Service to Make 
Them Available. 



The Pressing: Necessity for Cable Con- 
nection— Praise for Canadian 
Enterprise. 

That Now Zealand is very ranch in 
oarnaab la tha matter of Beourlng cable and 
steamship connection with Canada is shown 
by the detailed reports of proceedings in the 
legislature which arrived by the Royal Mail 
steamor Miowora yesterday. Hero is an ex- 
tract from the budget speeoh delivered by 
Hon. J. G. Ward, Colonial Treasurer, who 
reoently visited this country : 

" To onablo trade between Canada and 
New Zealand to be successfully oarried on it 
is advisable that regular steam communica 



to fulfil all its obligations to the public with 
convenience and promptitude. Meantime, 
it will be suffiaionb to add thar, as Fiji 
cargo awaiting shipment at Vancouver was 
shut out of the last stoamor from that port, 
and advicoa at the same time to hand stated 
that for several stoamorB in advance her 
cargo Bpace had been Beourod by shippers, 
the prospeota of tho now connection are de- 
cidedly enoouraging, not for tho disappointed 
tion between tho two countries should bo 1 oonsignoeB, but for Mr. Huddart, tho enter 
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establiBhod. With this view on agreement 
between tho Canadian Puoifio Steamship 
Comp»cy and the Govornmtni will bo sub 
mitted to the house for its approval. The 
lino of stoamora at present running botweon 
Canada and Australia has boon Bubjidh'id 
for a period of about eight yoara by the 
Canadian government ; also for a shorter 
poriod by iho Now Suuth Wales govern- 
ment. 1 5 is proposed I hit tho lino of 
Btoamors Bhall ruu either co Auckland or 
Wellington ; and, in return for a monthly 
service, to bo conducted with a viow to ne- 
cessary expedition and auoolliluudutiou, 
touching at Fiji and Honolulu, to give to 
tho company a subsidy of £'20,000 per an- 
num for a period of yoara to bo fixed. I bo- 
lievo that tho advantage, direct and in- 
direct, whioh will bj gaiued by tho colony 
if this proposal is given tfifoob to, will moro 
than warrant this outlay. Tho whole sum, 
£20,000, cannot in any case bo a diroot Iobb 
to the oolony, aa the lino of ateamera bo sub- 
Bidizad will carry mail matter upon which, 
under ordinary olrcumstanoes, we would 
have to pay. 

" The advantages of such a service in de- 
veloping our tourist trail) 3 oannot bo over- 
estimated. With tho establishment of thin 
aorvice, it is not intended to abindon or 
woaken our Bupport to tho San FranciecD 
line, whioh gives ub an important connection 
with Amorlca. Our policy is to have u fort- 
nightly connection from Now Zsaland by 
the two linoB to America and Canada re- 
apectively. In order to prevont the concea 
Biona upon tho duties butwoen tho two coun- 
tries and tho proposed subsidy to tho line of 
steamers botweon Canada and New 7. 'aland 
being provided for oub of our present rove- 
nue, I proposo to make up from £10,000 to 
£20,000 per annum by a readjustment of the 
djath duties. So far as I can learn, New 
/.jaland is tho only colony where property 
devolving upon a widow or widower is ox 
emptj from aucoas^ion duty, and I believe 
there is no 6uuh exemption in England at 
the prosent d»y. Independent of the fact 
that it is desirable to provide for lose of 
revenue by tho admission of certain articles 
from Canada free, 1 see no remon why, 
where valuable legacies hivo been Lfc, they 
ahould escape taxation which they do not 
eacipo in ethor countries. 

" The important question of establishing 
the Pacific cable hy an all British rou :e to 
Canada and England has engaged the atten- 
tion of the government during th j recess. 
The matter proceeds somewhat slowly owing 
to the fact that several countries are inter- 
tereated with New Zaaland in tho establish- 
ment of thlB line via the Pacific, and joint 
attention is necessarily required. The Can- 
adian government are very much in earnoBt 
in their dosire to have their country con- 
nected with the colonies by a cablo touch- 
ing at tho Paoific iBlanda en route. Tho mat- 
ter ia ono of much importance to NowZm- 
land. At tho present time, as hon. mom- 
berB are aware, our oable connection crosses 
a number of territories outBide tho British 
Empire, and in the event of war tho main- 
tenance of communication through so many 
countries would bo greatly imperilled. 
Owing to tho isolated position wo 
occupy, there probably is no country to 
which, in this respect, war would be of moro 
aorlous consequence. This fact rendera it 
all the more necessary wo should do all in 
our power to hasten the establishment of 
tho Pacific cable qulto independent of tho 
commercial advantages thereof. - It ia pro- 
posed to ask tho Houbu to assent to tho 
neceBaary legislation to give tho Government 
power to co operate with Canada and tho 
other countries interested in putting for- 
ward this project. A careful analysis of the 
coBt and commoroial posaibilitiea resulting 
from tho establishment of ouch a cab.e 
demonstrates that it would not involvo any 
heavy contribution or responsibility on the 
part of NowZjaland. I feel eurn that lion, 
members on both aides of the Houso will 
reoognizo the importanco of our endeavoring 
to remody the unfortunate position of allure 
which might, should an emergency arise, 
result in seriously uffdCting tho industries of 
New Zealand." 

The Fiji Times, in an article dealing with 
tho yrobob'o early undertaking of the cable 
project, and noticing Now Zialand'a liberal 
offer of a stoamship subsidy, aaya : 

" Tho ontorpriso, ardor and persistency 
whioh tho far aooing statesmen of tho Domin- 
ion of Canada havn exhibited in initiating 
and bringing about such a desirable conneo 
tion and etato of utTairs, aa that now under 
observation, will work much good, indo 
pendent of tho substantial bentfiis ita work 
will confer inasmuch as the oxamp'o set can- 
not but forever bo pointed at an one to be 
admired uud followed by component parts 
of the Empire, wherever situated. To Aus- 
tralia, it should work for good and is an 
exhibition of what unity of purpose is capa- 
ble of bringing about, and will doubtless 
have tho eiT<.c5 of establishing Australia's 
commonwealth at a period previoua to that 
which would otherwise havo boon possiblo 
Indeed, ita good effect, oven at thia early 
date ia in evidence, uh New Z laland has be- 
come infected with a corresponding desire 
to emulate with Canada in sharing both pro- 
fit and honors in these now ventures. 

" Wo are uninformed if it is to bo ro- 
gardod uu u slno qua non that tho main lino 
of stoamora la to nmke tho detour to Sydney 
from Fiji, via Auckland, or not, or whether 
tho connection ia to bo by a forked sorvice 
from Suva. If tho dotour bo made, it will 
bo a blunder, on it will dopreciato tho use 
fulness of the Borvioo from an Australian 
point of view and will also dotracb from tho 
efficienoy of tho lino in conserving tho scat- 
torod rtquiromontB of New Zialand itBolf, 
and that colony will bo tho first to discover 
the error, which wo dwolb'upon at longth in 
our issuo of the .Srd ultimo. If it bo Now 
Zealand's desire to be e vonly served it should 
be by tho branoh seivioo, which will perm) 
of a well r quipped steamer visiting her ohif-f 
ports, and so enable tho stoamship company

4hom any adequato idoa of tho reality. 
Now that thoy see with thoir own eyes 
what haB boon achieved they, no doubt, 
wonder how faint has been thoir conception 
of the progroaB mado and the extent of the 
Sold for ontcrpriao that has beon opened up. 

Personal observation will no doubt show 
Ihem how the trade of the Province can be 
extended and benefited by taking advan- 
tage of tho opportunities whioh this new 
Sold affords to oion of energy and intelli- 
gence. Thoy will aoe whore and how oapi- 
lal can bo advantageously placod and trade 
profitably extondod. The excursionists can- 
Dot fail to glean a store of information rela- 
tive to the resources of the district and Its 
commercial needs whioh will bo to them in- 
valuable. Tho excursion, as wo take it, Is 
no mere jankotting expedition in whioh en- 
joyment is tho main thing and almost the 
only thing to be sought ; it is a business 
•Halt mado by business men for business pur- 
poses, and we believe that its object Is in a 
fairway of boing attained. It will be pro- 
odnobivo of much good both now and in the 
Mar future. 



THE GREAT RAGE. 



" To raoe under theso conditions la, in my 
opinion, absurd." Yet tho Valkyrie oamo In 
ahead notwithstanding these drawbacks. 
Tho race was, nevertheless — no doubt pro- 
perly — given to tho Defandor. Tho reader 
must romombar thah Lord Dunravon's letter 
waB nob a complaint written to influence tho 
judges in deoiding which of the vosaelB had 
won tho raoo, for tho owcor of the Vulkyrio 
made it a condition that his letter should 
not bo openod until the judgoa had given in 
thoir decision. 

It was pleasant to aeo how all the English 
newapaporB acquiesced in tho fairness of 
that decision. Thoy wero, no doubt, in- 
terested in tho success of the English yacht 
and heartily wished that alio ivouldwin, but 
they, one and all, considered that a victory 
that was nob won fairly, a victory that had 
no better ground than a quirk or a quibble, 
was perfeotly worthless. Tho manly and 
sportsmanlike way in whioh the British 
newspapers oommented upon that raoo made 
one feol proud that he belongod to the Brit- 
ish nation. 

•It is impoaaiblo, wo presume, oven for ex- 
ports to dooido to what oxtent tho interfer- 
ence of outsiders retarded tho speed of either 
of the racing vessels, buo it is a groab pity 
that the trial of spoed was not mado In an 
open aoa, where thero waa nothing to Interfere 
with tho movements of tho yaohts. 

MADAGASCAR. 

Tho accounts from Madagascar show that 
tho roslstanoo to tho French Invaders has 
not beon at all effootive. Tho natives havo 
not mado a patriotic stand. At first thoy 
made light of the dangor and failed to send 
a sullioiont force to tho coast to moot tho in- 
vaders. An unreasonable jealousy of for- 
eigners made the situation of tho European 
ollicers of the army so unploaaant that thoy 
found ib necesaary to resign. Thon the 
Government waB by no moans a happy fam- 
ily. Thero wero jealousies and Intrigues 
that had tho effeob of preventing prompt and 
onergotio action. Thoro is a Fronoh party, 
boo, in tho capital, somo of the members of 
which are near the Qaoon'a person, ThoBO 
men did what thoy coald bo mako the re- 
sistance to the invaders of no avail. 

When the Hovas did wako up to the Bor- 
lousness of tho situation thoy failed to take 
onergotio measures to Bend men to the front. 
Tho army waa reinforced by driblets, and 
oonsequontly the armed resistance that wae 
made to tho Frenoh waa of but llbble ac- 
count. Tho difficulty of penetrating the 
country and its unhealthiueas effectually 
prevented the rapid advanoe of tbn Frenoh 
force. But it did advance and drove the 
Hovas before it. 

Tho invaders wero at tho last advices at a 
considerable distance from the capital, 
But it appears that thoy havo passed^ovor 
the worst of the oountry. On bho 21ab of 
last month they took a fortifiod position 
oilled Andriba without much troublo. Gen- 
eral Duchesne tolographod after tha fight : 
"I am at Andriba, maBtor of tho whole 
plain. I am pushing on tho completion of 
tho road in order to acsolerato the collection 
of the necessary provisions, and to propare a 
flying column. Tho naval brigade shows 
much enthusiasm in enduring thn groat 
fatigue," 



satisfied and self-opinionated, and aro Bare 
to regard those who differ from them In 
opinion and havo the audacity to argue with 
them, as their personal enomiea. These are 
tho men who shout down opponents at pub' 
lie meotings, who writo tirades against them 
in tho newBpaptirs, and who, whon more than 
ordinarily excited, do not scruple to reaort 
to violence in order to pub down opposition. 

It is a great pity thab the organ of the 
Government of Manitoba exhibits uuoh an 
Intoloront spirit. It is expected that the 
Government on the school quoBtion should 
evlnco a disposition to listen to reason and 
should gladly avail itself of the assistance 
of Prinoipal Granb or any other man of 
standing and ability, to bring about a settle- 
ment of a quostion that thrcatons to disturb, 
nob Manitoba alone, but the whole Dominion. 
But when ib Is seen that tho loading organ 
of tho Government parly resents differenco 
of opinion mildly expressed, and scornfully 
rejaotB tho advice of a oapablo man before it 
is all heard, ib is only natural to aonolude 
that the Government whose polioy it oup- 
ports, and whoso views ib Ib supposed to ex- 
press, is of the same spirit, and may be ex- 
pected to display the flame temper. 

Manitoba depends for sympathy and 
moralsupporb on tho thinking and intelligent 
men of tho other provinces. Bub if thoBo 
who expreaa tho vlewfl of the majority in 
that Province ovinoo the same disposition as 
tho Winnipeg Dadly Tribune displays in its 
striotures i.n Principal Grant, ib will very 
soon bo found thab tho number of thoBo who 
sympathise with tho majority in Mani- 
toba, and tho Government upheld by that 
majority, will diminish vory rapidly. Men 
in theBO days do not admire intolerance and 
incivility. 

A Timely ttciulndcr.

THESE aro tho days of long hours for everybody and short prlcoa for ua. 
Tlmo, which Hko tldo and taxes, waits for nobody, ia huBtling ua toward 
that delightful period called Fall Trade. Wo aro about ready for it. All tho 



It ia greatly to ba regretted that the in- 
ternational yacht race was not an unquali- 
fied Bucceaa. Wo do not mean that it is ao 
rory regrettable that tho British yacht did 
not come off victorious ; but wo aro aorry 
that tho raco wbb not so conducted and man- 
aged that oither of tho oompotitora could 
"have roasonablo ground of complaint. 
Tha conduct) of tho commibtoo of manage- 
ment was, as far as wo hava heard, every- 
thing it should havo beon. All tho arrango- 
monts vvoro fairly mado and carried out 
Effectively as far aa thoir authority extonded. 
But the conduct of Hiobo who assembled to 
■wltncsB the raco was ovidently vory far 
from what it ought to havo boon. Yachts 
during a raco should havo plonty of Boa 
room. Even a landsman can boo that 
IbBy ought to bo in a position to 
make ovory movomont uuimpodod, and tho 
conditions under which tho two veasols 
aailod ahould bo aa nearly idontieU as possi- 
ble. It waa evidently moat impropor as 
well a3 unfair that either of tho competitors 
ahould bo hamporod in any way or pub to the 
ilightoat diaadvantago. Tho ll-iob of steam- 
bt» and ploasuro boata thab almost covered 
Ahe courso could not but bo in tho way of tho 
'racing sloops. When tho raoo iB so oloso 
ihat minutos and ovon soconds tell ib muBb 
have boon most provoking to havo tho a team- 
nr» and other croft whioh had nothing what- 
ever to do with tho raco gotting into positions 
Id which thoy oould nob fail to intorfore 
with the inovemonts and rotard tho speed of 
one or other of the racors. What situation 
could bo morb unploaaant than tho ono which 
lord Dunravon describes in his lobtor to the 
cnpoomniittoo. "To-day," ho wroto, " on the 
xeach homo eight or nice Btoamors woro to 
windward of me, and, what waa worse, a 
^Jock of atoamors steaming levol with me 
and cIobo undor my lee. I sailed nearly the 
whole diatacca in brokon water from tho 
heavy waBh of those steamers." 

It ia no wondor that Lord Dunravon said, 



LIBERAL LIBERALITY. 

Aa we fully expeotod the Winni- 
peg Tribune, the Government organ 
in Manitoba, roundly abuaea Prin- 
oipal Grant for what ho has written on 
the Manitoba achool question. The Tribune 
oannot forgive the reverend gentleman for 
being favorable to religion in the aohoola cr 
for having a good word to say for the old 
denominational system of the Province. 
Aftor quoting what the Profoaaor said about 
Mr. Martin's measure for aboliahlog denom- 
inational achoolp, which waa modorato ovon 
to mildness, the Tribuno says : " Now, this 
haa the ring of fish-wife's ubuao, not tho tone 
of one who wanta to help ub in our difficul- 
ty and to obtain concoBfllons from one aide 
to tho othor. And who iB this that runa in 
upon us from another province, interferes 
with our provincial autonomy and sots him- 
Belf up aa — 

" I am Sir Oracle, 

' And when I opo my lips lot no dog bark.' 
"Truly, a man must bo blameless, must 
be exceedingly froo from reproach, who cun 
afford to lecture ue in this stylo." 

Tho Tribuno thon proceeds to oxamino 
Professor Grant's public and political ro- 
cord, Mousing him of inconsistency and re- 
peating many of the unpleasant and unchari- 
table things that havo been written about 
him. Thia ia all that Mr. Grant geta for 
his well-meant efforts to place tho Manitoba 
school quostion in what ho coneiderB its 
truo light bofore tho people of Canada, in 
order that ho may oontributo his sharo to- 
wards bringing about a poaceful and aatia- 
factory aottlermnfc of this most disturbing 
and porp'oxing question. Wo would not bo 
surprised if somo of tho extrcmiala of tho 
othor oldo "croated him to a diah of abuso 
equilly violent and equally unroaaonablo. 

Yet Principal Grant has said nothing at 
which sonsiblo mon, whatever their opinions 
on tho sohool question may be, should tako 
offence. Thab ho is perfectly disinterested 
and that ho moans woll must bo clear to 
ovoryono who roads his lotter with intelli- 
gonco and discommon^ Wo do not think 
thab in Canada it ia coneldorod a crime to 
boliovo that religion should in somo form bo 
taught in tho publio schools, and ib seoms to 
ub that tho man, particularly tho clergyman, 
who in tho nowapaporaor from tho pulpit or 
platform givoB expression to this belitf does 
nob deserve to bo scolded and abuood. Bub 
the way in which tho Tribuno troata Prinoi- 
pal Grant, who is without doubt a friend of 
Manitoba and who wishes to do its inhabit- 
ants a good turn, is another ox- 
ample of tho illiberality and tho 
intoleranoo of some mon who presume 
to oall thomsolvoa "Llborala." Those men 
aro impatient of criticism, thoy cjnnot en- 
duro opposition, thoy aro concoitod, self-

Federation IniMiEltely Postponed as 
One Resnit of New South 
Wales Elections. 



Victorian Timber Duties Seduced - 
Broken Hill Mines Ablaze— 
Tasmaulan Trade 



Federation of the Australasian aolonioB 
-appears to have received a blow In the re 
oont elootiona in New South VVaUa. Such 
at loasb ia the opinion of the Ago, a leading 
piper of the adjoining colony of Vlotorla, 
whiohsays: "There are obviomly tron- 
bloa ahead for New South Wales statesmen. 
From out of tho haza of New South Walea 
polltios, however, one faob atanda out re- 
markably clear— federation is, for the time 
,ab least, put aBido. Sir Henry Parkea op- 
poaed tho Premier in tho name of tho fed- 
eral Bontlment, atil got) beaten, Mr. Roid 
himsell has posed as an ardent federalist, 
and has even initiated a brand now federal 
movement, and yob we find him declaring 
on the hustings that he is determined that 
when federation comes tho mother colony 
shall take her rightful placo at tho head of 
tho continent. Thoro is nob much federal 
sentiment in tho suggestion that ono colony 
should bo dominant." 

Tho two ex. premiers, Sir Henry Parkos 
and Sir Georgo Dibbi, who led separate 
branches of tho opp >alcion, wero bDth de- 
feated in tho recont elections, which wero of 
a aomowhat remarkable character according 
to tho Age, whloh Bays : 

"Tho verdict has boon cast In favor of 
tho occupants of oflico. Tho issue, how- 
ever, was a good deal confused. Mr. Reid 
had threo strings to his bow — he combined 
bho policy of free trade with a land and in- 
come tux, and a dractio rofonn of the Upper 
Houbo — and tho electors must necessarily 
have been troubltd by this very much mixed 
issue. The disappearance of Sir Henry 
Parkes from the politioal arona will probably 
not be rogretted beyond the cirolo of his im- 
mediate friends. He has gained a reputa- 
tion for humbug to such an extont that few 
people bake him seriously whatever position 
he may take up. Nor has Sir Georgo Dibbs 
escaped the oharge of an opportunism which 
approaches very nearly to a renuaoiatiou of 
politioal principle. 

" The question now is : ' What will Mr. 
Roid do with his majority ?' His freo trade 
policy had, as its inevitable accompaniment, 
direct taxation on incomes and on land, and 
to this the landholders, strongly represented 
in the counoi 1 , wore opposed. A general 
election was forced by tho council, when it 
took tho questionable courso cf throwing 
out the ohief financial measures of tho gov- 
ernment, which wero supported by a major- 
ity in the osBombly. There are occasions, on 
whloh the upper houBO may legitimately 
exercise a suspensive veto, although In the 
case in point there was no roaaonable ground 
for the belief that tho asaombly did not 
represent the feeling of tho oountry. If the 
council be found in a tractable mood and 
ready to comply with tho bohesta of the 
country, it will be none the less incumbent 
on the ministry to push on a measurs for 
bringing that body into unison with public 
opinion." 

Dealing with tho fisaal issue, the Age 
asks ; " Is New South Walos doclarlng de- 
finitely far free trade '!" Tho answer is that 
it may be presumed not, although the freo 
tradors are nominally in a large majority. 
Tho members of the labor party are at isaue 
on the fisc-»l question, being partly protec- 
tionists and pirtly free trado ; bub they aro 
at one aB to the propriety of taxing wealth, 
and consequently support the taxation 
achemeB of tho present government." 

The aevereab earthquake shock since the 
Tarawera eruption, nino years ago, was ex- 
perienced ab Taupo, Now Zealand, on Aug- 
ust 17, and in a muoh leaser degree at Gia- 
borne, Napior, Palmeraton North, and Wel- 
lington. At Taupo nearly every chimney 
w&a overthrown. Houses swayed violently, 
hurling all crockory from the shelves, and 
insomeoisoa shifting heivy articles of furni- 
ture. At tho Terrace hotel tho kitchen 
range was moved out Bevoral feot, whilo bot- 
tles in tho tar wero thrown on the floor und 
smashed. Tho inhabitants wero greatly 
alarmed and camped out all night. The 
road from Taupo to Kaanu has been blocked 
millions of tuna of earth having como down 
In tho gorge, oornplotoly tilling it up. In 
thia gorgo the springs havo cDmmencod 
throwing up u quantity of fine calcined pu 
mice. On other parts of tho road enormous 
slips have occurred. Ir, is reported thut a 
loud explosion was heard from Tongariro 
just bsforo tho first shock. 

In tho Victorian legislative assembly at 
Melbourne, when the houoe went Into com- 
mlt.co on tho tariff proposals, on tho timber 
duiiea tho government proposul for a reduc- 
tion of the duty from 4). to Is. per 100 feet 
on sizes up to 12 inches by G Inahes was ro- 
jeeted, and the duty waB fixed at 2), It 
wus decidod to arlmib timber 12 inches by 6 
Inches atid o-o: free, instead of at la. per 
100 foot ae proposod. Spokes at Is, per 100 
wero struck out, und tho dutv waa left Gd 
Twine, 10 per cont. and 2J. pur pound, was 
agreed to, "ftcr protests by tho freo trad^; 
members BRalnst assisting an industry al- 
ready successfully established. Wntchea 
and parts of watches, 15 por cent, ad valor- 
em, wore ogreod to. On whip3 the duty 
wus fixod at 110 per cont. ad valorem, instead 
of 35 per cont. as proposed by tho govern- 
ment. Wooden waro, at 25 to ,'S5 per cent., 
was agreed to. A duty of £8 each on Boaton 
chaises, dogcarts, gigs and tllburya on 
springs was carried by tho casting vote of 
tuo chairman. 

In tho Tasnnnian Ansonibly rooontly a 
rosolutlon was moved by Mr. Henry Djbson 
with reference to the granting of govern 
menb aid to Tasmaoian exports, und tho up 
pointmentof a commercial agent in London 
to assist the Tasmanian trade. Tho dobato 
was adjourned till Tuesday, Tho Premier 
mado u Btatement with regard to the un- 
founded rumors as to tho existence of cancer 
among cattle In Tasmania. 

An extensive firo had been for somo timo 
raging in tho Broken Hill mines, when tho 
Mlowera ltf', und after soveral othor meas- 
ures had filled tho oxporlmenb of using car- 
bonic acid gas was being tried In tho burn- 
ing BhaftB of Block 11. Tho gas 
so being manufactured in five of the 
Southern smoltors, and lb ia estimated that, 
7,000,000 foot will bo sent down every 24 
houra. Tho work of tbo lianda engaged 
about tho furnaces ia nob of a very pleasant 
character, and neithor those on the tapping 
nor on tho foeding floors apprcclato ib. They 
do nob, howovor, complain of any ill effects, 
bub that the "gaa has an anoionb and fish- 
likoBmoll," This providos to bho mlnda of 
somo people further proof thab somo at least 
of tho foars regarding bho doadllneas of tho 
gas are unfounded. Ib ii mentioned that 
whilo ib waa passing through the tube one 
morning some members of tho sailor gang 
uncoupiud the tube ab tho ohafb in order to 
Improve tho oonneotlon, tChey were on- 



veloped in the gaa ; bub afterwards felb 
none the worse for ib. The canvas oonduit 
ia carrying well, bub tho galvanized tubing 
Ib ler.kine a little. Ab tho Bhaf o a fan is 
kept revolving, drivirg the gas down. 

VICTORIA WATER WORKS. 

Extensive Preparations for Foundations— 
Substantial Proeress Made— The 
Filter and Heservolr. 

Work U beiug rapidly pressed ahoad at, tho 
city water works by the contractors, Walk- 
ely, King & Casey, who are all practical 
workmen and are present at the work daily. 
They have just now 75 men ab work 
under foremen Murray and Burnei. The 
number of men !b to be inoreaaod before 
long to 150 to 160. The work whloh tho 
men have to perform is exceedingly varied- 
levelling the ground for tho foundations, 
blasting rook and drilling— this lattor work 
ia dono by steam drill. Thoro is also a stono- 
crushing machine. A largo quantity of 
stone on bho easb sldo of tho renorvolr haa 
boon broken bv hand, to be used for rubblo 
work and with concrete. Tho contractor 
for this hand work employed several luber 
eis who hid not bodily strength to endure 
tho heavier aorta of labor. A rotary pump 
ia engaged in getting rid of the mud and 
slueh remaining In tho old basin, bo as to ob- 
tain a firm and level floor for the now reser- 
voir, which will bo bIx feet deeper than tho 
bottom ard outlet of tho filtere. 

Each of the filters (three in number), each 
having an area of 12 000 iquaro feot, is ex- 
pected to furnish, if required, an average 
flew of 12 cubic foot, or nearly 90 gallons 
per square foot every 24 hours. This gives 
each filter a capacity of ono million gallons 
per diem. Tho reservoir will have a capa- 
city of five million, fivo hundred thousand 
gallons fur the permanent supply of tho city. 
About 7,000 barrels of Portland cement will 
bo used by tho contractors in completing the 
work, which is expsctod to be finished by 
the ond of December, 1895. 

The superintending engineer of tho works, 
Mr. G. E Jorgomon, was tho successful 
competitor among fourteen plan or designs, 
and resides at tho workB. Tho city council 
appointed Mr. J. G. Brown as olerk of 
workB, bub he has not yob arrived at tho Bta- 
tion. Tho city council have about twenty, 
five mon employed around Beaver and Elk 
lakes removing decayed and fullen timbor 
Those workmen tike advantage of the Vic- 
toria & Sidney railway to convey them to 
and from their work.

DURRANT'S TRIAL. 

Interest Increasing — The Prisoner Goes 
Through a Terrible Ordeul Un- 
flinchingly. 

San Francisco, Sept. 13. — As the inter- 
est deepens and the relevant, testimony is 
gathered in, all eyes are on Durrant. But 
the prisoner has so far tucceedod in bufll'.ng 
all curloeity. He listens to all tho testi- 
mony without exhibiting any feeling Yes- 
terday tho prisoner boro the terriblo ordeal 
to which he waa subjaoted in his usual non- 
ohalant, manner. Aswitnesi after witness car- 
ried him nearer that dreaded bolfry in com- 
pany with tho murdered aid, ho Bat lookir-g 
them fairly in tho eye. There wao no quail- 
ing uuder the pciutiny of the jurors. JL'hey 
cannot " look him down." Home, however, 
inoist that he braces himself for tho emer- 
gencies ; that when ho knowH all eyes will 
turn his way inquiringly as to how ho takes 
a certain bit of testimony, ho prepares to be 
calm, affablo and uncertain. 

Tho defence will luy stress ou tho inabil- 
ity of nno man to carry a hoavy body liko 
that of Blanche Limont up euch a steep 
li ght of stairfi as leads s tn tho belfry of 
Emanuol church. Henco the prosecution 
was pleased at the testimony of Richard 
Charlton, a grocor, who etated that ho had 
weighed Blanche Lamont ores a week for 
six montha to seo if sho wbb growing hoavier 
by reason of her residence hore. On the 
127th or 2S;h of March she weighed 115 
pounds. A wook lator eho disappeared. 
Her greatest) weight was 121 pounds. 

Henry J. Shalm^unt, a cable car conduc- 
tor, testified that Durrant and Miss Limont 
had ridden together to echool on tho morn- 
ing of April .S Ho had soon them fnquently 
before thh, bub his attention was particu- 
larly directed to them on thia day by their 
behavior and their evident intimuoy. When 
ho deaoribod Duxranb Bitting oa tho dummy 
with hia arm around tho Boat bohind lllancho 
and lavishing sweet words on tho girl, Dur 
rant and his father from thoir soatc ii tho 
court room smiled broadly. 

Herman J. Schlergor, a modioal student 
and classmate of Durrant, tcatitkd thab he 
had seen Durrant on the morning of April 
3. Ho wis accompaniod by Blancho La- 
inonb. Durrant had previously told him 
that tho girl waa Blanoho Lamont. After- 
wards Durrant aBkod witnoes If ho remem- 
bored mooting him with Blancho on that 
day. Durrant oaid after Bho had disap- 
peared that! ho feared aho had gone into a 
house of ill-fame. Durrant remarkod that 
ho had lod hor astray, 

S. W. Horton, a reporter, who testified 
thab ho had interviewed Durrant on tho 
night after his arro6b, testified thab Durrant 
told him ho had takon a Sutter street car 
with Blanaho Lamont. 

Defendant's oounsel now said Ihcy would 
admit that Blanohe and Durrant hod boon 
together on the day she disappeared. 

MIbs Minnie B ill Edwards, a classmate 
of Bhnche, toatifiod that on the afternoon 
of April 3 Blanoho Limonb and herself left 
tho Normal school together, Mies Lamont 
was soon joined by a young; man whom Miss 
Edwards recognized ae Durrant. Mies Ed- 
wards Iaab saw tho couple at tho corner of 
Market and Powoll streets, where she left 
tho oar. 

To accommodate a juror, a rocoss was 
taken until Monday.

Tlie Delayed Australian Liner R.tf.S. 
"Miowera" Arrives From 
Suva Direct. 

Colliers From Cardiff and Philadel- 
phia in Port— Tue " Kingston " 
on Her Regular Euu. 



At dodo yesterday the Canadian- Austra- 
lian steamship Mlowora, Capb. James Stotb, 
berthed at tho outer wharf aftor a longer 
passage than usual. She left Sydney, 
N.S.W., on tho 20th of last month, cillinp; 
as usual at Suva. Sho did not berth at Hoc. 
olulu, on acoounb of tho cholera and it beiDg 
desirable that tho ship should bo exempt 
from all quarantine restrictions. Conso 
quontly when off Honolulu she signalled for 
the pilots and afcer a delay of about eight 
hourB made her presence known. 
Tho pilot boat whloh oame out in that timo 
roported 33 cases of oholera in Hono'u'u, 
but there had boon no new caseB heard of 
for 43 hours previously, giving causa for 
cheerful anticipations of a olean port of call 
when the ahip returned. Some three or four 
paaseugers bound for Honolulu went aBhore 
In a boat but came on to Victoria af lorwarde, 
leaving everything behind thorn. The 
voyage was considerably prolonged by strong 
hoad winda and seas experienced throughout 
the entire passage. Tho R.M.S. Warrimoo, 
hound aoutb, was passed on Septomber 2 
and oignalled all well. It was two days 
lator that tho ship called off Honolulu. The 
Miowora passenger Mat is as follows : Mr.

The list of the Mlowera's cargo Is as fol- 
low! : 227 oases meats, 86 caseB troaole, 196 
oaaea fruit, 2.273 bags sugar, 1,038 ingots 
tin, 226 bales ekine, 31 bales wool, 42 pack- 
ages uundries. The steamer remained in 
port for three houra before proceeding to 
Vancouver. She brought no mails whatever 
from Honolulu. 

ANOTHER SALMON SHIP ARRIVES. 

An early morning arrival in Eequimalt 
yesterday was the British bark Sardhana, 
Capt. Miller, one of this year's salmon fleet. 
She oame in in tow of the American tug 
Wanderer, whioh picked her up outside. 
The vessel is out 163 days from Cardiff, and 
brings a cargo of ooah for H.M.'s navy. She 
mot with bad weather on tho voyage and 
was considerably detained, but came through 
all in good shape. During the trip but one 
merchantman was sighted, and she proved 
to ba tho Mary Josiah.

She is ooal laden 
from Philadelphia, part of her oargo being 
for Tacoma and tho remainder for Vancou- 
ver. This Is the seoond shipment of Phila- 
delphia coal brought to Vancouver, the 
firat having arrived aome time ago on tho 
bark Sterling.

i'ho directors of the Jubiloo hospital 
board proaont at last night's mootihg wore 
president, Mr. Joshua D-ivios, iu tho ohalr ; 
Messrs. A. Wileon, H. Diliaa Helmakon, 
Thos. Shotbolt, W. J. Dwyor, J. L. Crimp, 
Geo. Byrnos, W. M. Chudloy, J. S. Yates, 
G. H. Brown and F. B. Pcmbarton. 

Tho treasurer reported that tha amount of 
accounts duo to August 30 was $1,527 30, 
and tho liabilities of tho hospital to tho sumo 
date were $4, .'MO 30. 

Mr. Byrnes said that it was impossible 
for tho board by simply homing the nc 
countB read to pass intelligently upon them. 
(They should bj carefully gono into. 

Tho President suggested that a perman 
ant financial committee bo appointed. 

Mr. Dwyer agreed with the president and 
said accountB should bo sent in every 
month. 

Mr. Wilson, in reply to Mr. D*yor, said 
that) the accounts were called for monthly, 
and woro Borutinized carefully before they 
were paid.

CHOLERA IN HONOLULU.' 

The "Belfijic" Blamed for Bringing- 
the Disease With Passengers 
From China. 

Forty-Three Cases Reported— A D. S. 
Sailor the Only White Man 
Afflicted.

Honolulu advices are thab up to tho tlmo 
of tho sailing of tho Miowera, whioh arrived 
hero yesterday, thoto had bsen forty-throe 
Oises of oholera, thirty-fivo of whioh had 
proved fatal. The diseaso only attaoka na- 
tives. Every effort is being mado to Etamp 
it out. No island stoamors aro allowed to 
leavo port without first remaining in quar- 
antine for five dayB. PaBaongora muab un- 
dergo tho Bamo ordoal. Tho cholera, ao- 
oording to tho general theory, was brought 
to Honolulu by tho steamer Bolgio, which 
arrivod thero on tho 9;h of August with 538 
Chinese immigrants on board. The ves6ol 
had a clean bill of health, bub the Chinese 
woro placod in quarantine, Onlhel8;hof 
August it was loarnod that bhroo of the Im- 
migrants died— two from bowol complaint 
and tho other from exhaustion. Tho third 
man was an aged opium fiend, and ib is 
claimud that if he had been sup- 
plied with his regular amount of 
tho drug ho would havo lived, 
As soon as it wus publicly unnouncod that 
deaths had occurred at tho quarantine sta- 
tion people bicamo ularmod and declared 
that ABiatio choloru had broken out among 
tho Chinese immigrants. A caroful diagno- 
sis was mado of each caao by physicianB and 
not a singlo symptom of oholora was discov- 
ered. In tho moantirno two others wero at 
tacked with dysentery, and it waa deckled 
to Bxtond the term of quarantino until all 
sigoB of BickneBB had disappeared. 

On tho morning of the 20;h anothor alarm 
was Bounded and a special mooting of the 
board of health was held to consider meas- 
ures to bs takon in oonscquenco of tho death 
of a native woman who diod on the 19oh, 
after Bufforing ulout ten hours, with an ill- 
ness very similar to Asiatic cholera. An- 
othor native wub taken down with tho samo 
symptoms and diod lutor. Tho board of 
hoalth and local physicians would not give a 
deoided answer regarding tho oase, waiting 
tho result of a series of bacteriological ex- 
porimentB. They woro inclined to beliove 
thab the disease was a form of sporadic 
cholora-morbus rathor than Asiatic oholera. 
Another meeting wus held on the 2'2ad and 
tho moBt prominent physicians pronounced 
tho diseaso Aaiutio cholera. Ib was deoided 
to inaugurate a syBtom of houBO to house dis- 
infection and other precautionary measures 
wero adopted. 

Up to August 23, five cases of cholera de- 
veloped at Iwilei, Honolulu, and there were 
four deaths. On tho evening of the 24 ih 
another caso was reported. For five days 
there wero no cases reported and the poople 
breathed freor, balioving that the disnuse 
had beon stamped out. Bub on tho 30:h 
nine oases woro roported, fivo of which 
proved fatal. Ooo of tho unfortunate" was 
a seaman on tho Bennington, named W. H. 
Goobel. Ho was taken ill on board tho 
vessel and lived but a short time. 
On tho following two days four caseB 
woro reported, and on tho third soven caaoB 
developed. With tho exception of u Bailor 



of the Bennington the aoourgo has attacked 
only natives. The doc'or of tho Belglo is 
blamed by tho poople, many of whom olaim 
that when tho vessel arrived ho reported 
that throe Chinese had died on tho way 
over. He claiuu d that heart diseaso carried 
offtwo aud pneumonia was responsible for 
tho death of the third. Fellow steerage 
passeDgera Bay that the symptoms woro 
quite similar to tho cases that ended fatally 
ab the quarantine atation. 

The only white person aft* eked with tho 
disease is a sailor of tho U. 8. steamship 
Bennington. Tho man had not been ashore 
for aome days. He was suddenly taken with 
the diseaBe and died. Ha had bt.thod over 
the side of tho ship, but tho water of tho 
harbor is romarkably clean, and the tide 
flows freely. Thero is, however, a stream 
flawing through tho city on the banks of 
whioh wero situated many Chinese wuah 
houses and whoro the nativeB threw much 
rofueo matter. 

Tho ahief difficulty in doiling with the 
cholera is the ignorance and unclean habits 
of tho natives and Chinese. Tho natives, 
of course, havo no conception of tho nature 
of the dlaeaBO or the proper treatment of it. 
During the smallpox epidomio of 1853 they 
did nob hesitate to batho in tho ocean water 
and rarely disclosed any outbreak of the 
diseaso in thoir homos. Ten thousand diod 
at that tlmo. In 1881, on anothor outbreak 
of amallr ox, they wero handled by intelli- 
gent white men, and tho ravages woro not 
so groat. So far as tho immediate source of 
tho cholera germs can be found, it is from 
craw fish which tho natives eat just ub raw 
oysters aro eutou in other countries.
